The Opera.Company gave their fourth 
subscription ‘performance at the Theatre 
Royal, City Hall, last night, when was 
produced Donizetti's well-known and highly 
popular opera “ La'Fayorita.” The audis 
ence was again a fairly numerous one, and 
showed their appreciation of the represent: jf 
ation by applause of the most enthusiastic 
description ; ia fact, we have never noon in 
our whole experience a0’ much ' encourage: 
ment given by an audience to: operatic 
artistes, as the members of Signor. Cagli’s 
Company have received in Hongkong. Woe 
cannot aay that audiences are always dis 
criminating in. their marke of favor, and {t- 
must be admitted that a-goud deal of the, 
applause bestowed, last night. for’ instance, 
‘was acarcely merited ; however, it is jast 
as weil that artistes and audience should 
be on the beat possible terms. . 


The argument of ‘Tia Favorita” is go- 
nerally known by all opera-goors, and a 
copy of the words in Rnglish sold at the 
doors, although a generally fooblo: transla. 
tion, fs sufficiently comprehenalve to enable 
us to dispense with any, long-winded ay 
rative of a supposed plot. . ‘ 


‘} Although willing to allow every consl- 


deration to the Opera Company, we cannot 
conscientioudly’ say ‘that, either from a 
musical or dramatic point‘of view, ‘Ia 
Fayorita” was a genuine succes, The 
opera is a decidedly heavy one, and: its 
special requirements, such ss a, capable 
chorus and effective mise en scene, ate just 
where our friends are painfully defective.
